Activities of the group supervising recreation have fol- 
lowed about the same pattern as in the past few years. 


During the vacation period a summer playground was 
operated under the able direction of Claude H. Leavitt. He was 
assisted in part of the work by his wife, who had also pre- 
viously worked on our project. They ran a well organized 
program which included weekly swimming at Sand Dam in 
Troy. 


Another very successful Hallowe’en program was carried 
out despite unfavorable weather.

The Commission joined with the local branch of Red Cross 
in supporting swimming instruction for beginners.

The Athletic Field has been maintained in a satisfactory 
eondition and we look forward to starting the growth of some 
shade trees there in the spring.

We appreciate the support given by the voters to our 
activities and ask for your continued support in maintaining 
this program.

REPORT OF PLAYGROUND DIRECTOR 





The Marlboro summer playground operating on a six 
weeks, sixty session basis, registered one hundred forty-seven 
boys and girls, ranging in age from three through sixteen. 
Children from three to sixteen were admitted in the mornings 
while the afternoon sessions were devoted to those from eight 
to sixteen. Because of foul weather, the playground met on 
only fifty-five occasions instead of the scheduled sixty. 

The following attendance figures indicate the value in a 
summer playground to this community:

To the president and trustees of the Frost Free Library. 
The librarian submits the report for the year Oct. 1, 1953 to 
Octe dl, 1954; 


The library was open 103 and one-half days. The library 
was closed the afternoon of Sept. 11th because of the hurricane 
warning. 


The total circulation of books was 5,963. Of this number 
2,719 were juvenile fiction, 196 juvenile non-fiction, 2,296 adult 
fiction, 752 adult non-fiction. Circulation of magazines was 
2,932. Besides this circulation reference books and magazines 
were read at the reading table. 


The book mobile (part of the State Library Extension Ser- 
vice) visits the library once in eight weeks furnishing us with 
many books for our use. 


Many books have been borrowed from the State Library. 
107 new books were purchased during the year and many 
books have been given by generous patrons of the library. 


Mrs. Mahon retired at the end of June. Her wide knowl- 
edge of books as well as her sincere love for them were indeed 
a great asset to our library. She has been greatly missed. 


I feel fortunate to have had the opportunity to work as 
Mrs. Mahon’s assistant the past year and a half. During this 
time the trustees have made it possible for me to attend two 
State Library Institutes. All of which has made me realize even 
more my responsibilities as your librarian and too, the import- 
ance of the public library with-in the town. It is my sincere 
hope and goal to try to maintain the same high standards of 
library service as you have had in the past. 


In elosing I would like to quote from Helen E. Haines’

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The success of any school program is dependent upon 
many factors but rests primarily upon three major factors. 


The School Staff: The most important element in the suc- 
cessful educational program is the school staff. Marlboro, pay- 
ing as it does, lower salaries than those in nearby New Hamp- 
shire communities and nearby states; has still been able to 
retain most of its staff over a number of years and many of 
its teachers for over a decade. Last year we lost only three 
teachers where as many N. H. school districts lost 50% or more 
of their teachers. The reason why teachers remain in their 
positions are many; but two reasons seem paramount; these 
two are also the major factors in the successful school program. 


Teaching Aids: The good teacher, like the good mechanic, 
needs good tools in order to reach a full measure of success 
in his work. The tools of the teaching profession are called 
teaching aids and consist of workbooks, Weekly Readers, ref- 
erence books, textbooks, maps, current magazines and special- 
ized equipment of various types. The commercial teacher can- 
not adequately prepare girls for modern office positions with- 
out instructing them in the use of the electric typewriter, 
electric adding machine, calculating machine, ete. We have 
this equipment in Marlboro even though it is expensive. An 
unabridged dictionary costs over $30 but it is just as important 
in a school as chalk or pencils. In this age of science, the best 
laboratory equipment is not too expensive when it prepares our 
pupils for suecessful science careers. Without such tools, the 
best teachers cannot do their best work. 

Good Working Conditions: Is the other major factor in 
retaining teachers and in developing a successful educational 
program. Good working conditions means many things. It 
means salaries comparable with communities of our size and 
wealth. It means a building adequately lighted and adequately 
heated. It means rooms that are freshly painted in attractive 
colors and rooms that are kept clean. 
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Some intangible factors in good working conditions are 
those related to personnel relations and teacher morale. Teach- 
ers are like most other people in that they like to work where 
they are appreciated and respected. Marlboro will never be 
able to retain its teachers solely on the basis of the salaries 
paid. It will be able however, to retain them through fair 
treatment and good working conditions. 


A Future Problem: For the present, Marlboro is not be- 
ing threatened by a rapidly expanding enrollment. The trend 
is one of slowly increasing enrollment, to where the saturation 
point may be expected in six or seven years. This is not too 
soon however, for the school board and a citizens committee 
to chart a future course to follow. It must soon be decided 
whether Marlboro High School is to continue to try to offer 
such courses as shop, mechanical drawing, home economics, 
band and physical education for boys and girls. If such courses 
are part of modern education, and necessary for our Marlboro 
pupils, it must soon be determined where and how adequate 
space can be provided. Within the next six years, every inch 
of space available in the present school plant will be in use. 
Even today, while the problem is not ‘space for pupils’ it is 
‘space for an adequate educational program’. 


The Costs: The state of New Hampshire, under its con- 
stitution, 1s sovereign in education and dedicated to its pro- 
motion. Yet our state provided only 2 cents per dollar spent on 
education and lets the balance come from the local property 
tax. The average state aid in the United States represents 
about 50% of all costs. It is imperative that the local district 
receive more state aid. To this end, the State department of ed- 
ucation is calling for a two million dollar increase in aid. If our 
legislators support such a program, and we should urge them 
to do so, Marlboro would receive a very substantial amount of 
school support from the state level and achieve a major reduc- 
tion in the local property tax.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF MARLBORO 
SCHOOLS

I herewith submit my twelfth annual report as Principal 
of the Marlboro Schools. The report is designed to give you 
pertinent information which you may print concerning the 
operation of our program. As in the past I take pride in point- 
ing out some of our achievements and solicit the support of all 
in improving certain areas which I shall mention. 


SCHOOL POPULATION 


The big question in all school systems to-day seems to be 
how to deal with the increasing number of pupils and how 
long present facilities will be adequate. I am including an 
age-grade table for the six upper grades and total figures for 
the lower grades. Figures are given for one year ago to permit 
comparison.

Since September there has been an increase in grades 1-6 
of 6 pupils making that total 201 and giving us a present en- 
rollment of 335 pupils in the twelve grades. Figures for the 
erades show no unreasonably large enrollment and I am certain 
that our teacher-pupil ratio would compare favorably with 
other village and city systems in the state. 


PROGRAM OFFERINGS 


The addition of Driver Training was the only major change 
in the program of studies made this year. Mr. Nash is the in- 
structor and is training approximately 22 pupils. The car is 
being made available by the generosity of Mr. Charles Lepisto, 
Jr. Monadnock Garage in Troy. 


We are continuing to provide for individual differences by 
offering enrichment programs in certain areas as well as re- 
medial work for pupils needing special help. This is true par- 
ticularly in the fields of English, Mathematics and Social Stud- 
ies. 


Interest in the Art program has increased considerably 
during the current year and the members have done some ex- 
eeptional work. I wish that more of our parents and citizens 
would avail themselves of an opportunity to inspect some of it. 


STATUS OF BUILDINGS 

Under your able direction our buildings are maintained in 
an exceptional manner and the improved conditions are a matter 
of record in state circles. All recognize that the large building 
is old but its general appearance and comfort rate high. In- 
spections by health officers and fire inspectors from the state 
offices result in fine reports and commendation on our overall 
condition. 
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Upon completion, the enlarged science laboratory with its 
new equipment will tend to satisfy a long standing need. Lack 
of space and suitable work area have been a serious handicap. 


The newly constructed room in the basement is used for art 
and remedial reading classes, This room has made it possible to 
keep supplies and equipment much more satisfactorily and has 
greatly lessended interference with other programs. 


The conversion of the heating plant in the primary building 
to an oil fired unit has proved satisfactory and it is possible to 
maintain a much more even temperature in those rooms. A 
minor problem resulting in a cold building on two or three 
mornings has been overcome and at worst did not warrant alarm 
expressed from some quarters. 


At the present time our most serious problem of space is 
in the area used for shop classes. It is entirely inadequate for 
the number of boys currently in our junior high classes. I do 
not have an immediate solution to offer but continued consider- 
ation must be given to the problem. The teaching of certain 
practical skills definitely has a place in the education of our 
times, 


STAFF NOTES 

We have four changes in our teaching force. Mrs. Marian 
Leavitt resigned as teacher of grade four to accept a position 
at Wheelock Training School. Her place has been very capably 
filled by Mrs. Pauline Bakos a former teacher in Revere, Mass. 
Mr. John McMahon terminated his duties here and left in June 
for the West. Miss Elinor Brown, a 1954 Middlebury College 
graduate, succeeded him as teacher of foreign languages and 
junior high English and social studies. She has had good train- 
ing and knows her subject matter well. Mrs. Ann Gaseau, a 
former teacher here, returned to our employ to succeed Miss 
Loretta Lukowiez who resigned to teach in Rhode Island. Miss 
Ruth Lamb became art supervisor upon the resignation of Mrs. 
Stella Eaton at the end of the year. Miss Lamb has taught suc- 
cessfully in Massachusetts and has done an excellent job since 
coming here. 
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Again this year we have been able to participate in the 
teacher training program of Keene Teachers College and have 
had the services of several cadet teachers. 


SCHOLARSHIP AND ATTENDANCE 


In other reports I have stated that the ability of our pupils 
is average or above average when compared to national norms. 
I reaffirm that statement and have records to prove it. Many 
of our students in high school approach their capabilities in 
achievement but in other cases the level of achievement is 
below what might be expected with relation to the ability. 
Without exception this is due to poor study habits and the 
failure of parents to encourage and insist upon home study. The 
nature of the work in a normal student’s program is such that it 
cannot possibly be done wholly in school hours. Parents who do 
not insist upon some work being done at home are permitting 
their offspring to short change themselves.This too often results 
in a student’s inability to get accepted in a post secondary 
program. I urge all parents to give this condition their earnest 
attention. 

We watch attendance records closely and attempt to keep 
unnecessary absence at a minimum. Most of our eases of tardi- 
ness are caused by a relatively small number of pupils. Tardy 
pupils are subject to detention. We look foreward to the time 
when we hope to eliminate tardiness. 


LOCAL SCHOLARSHIP FUNDS 


Income from the Pease and Davis Trust Funds has been 
distributed to some of the graduates of our school who are 
attending schools of advanced learning. These funds are of 
great assistance and even though the amount received by each 
participant is rather small, in many cases the money makes the 
difference between the pupil staying in school or leaving. The 
amount available each year is slightly in excess of $900.00. 


GENERAL PUPIL ACTIVITY 
Our pupils participate in a wide variety of social and ed- 
ucational activities under the direction of members of the staff 
outside of school hours. These inelude socials and dances at 
regular intervals in addition to the work of dramatic and music 
eroups. 
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Our Student Council continues to function effectively and 
takes the lead in guiding many of our pupil sponsored activi- 
ties. The Council has helped to finance two or three worthwhile 
projects during the past year. 


The student choir has now been completely outfitted with 
robes which add much to their appearance while singing. Mem- 
bers of this group have sung on several occasions and pre- 
sented their annual Christmas concert on December 18. 


Members of our faculty give unselfishly of their time in 
helping the students to enjoy these activities many of which 
provide valuable educational experience. 


SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 

Our luinch program continues to be popular and is being 
soundly operated. Mrs. Doris Weston and Mrs. Irene Ward 
resigned from the program when school closed and have been 
replaced by Mrs. Doris Porter and Mrs. Madolyn Richardson. 
Operation of the program becomes a rather large job when it is 
remembered that the program serves in excess of 15,000 lunches 
per year. The workers make a very definite contribution to the 
daily lives of our pupils. 


ATHLETICS 

The sports seasons of last year were successful. The boys’ 
basketball team won 14 games while losing 4. Included in 
their wins were eight victories over Monadnock League rivals. 
These wins gave Marlboro the league championship. The team 
entered competition for the state title and after defeating Ep- 
ping in the first round, was eliminated in the quarter finals by 
Henniker, the eventual champion. Six members of that squad 
were graduated in June.The girls’ team likewise enjoyed a good 
season and had a large precentage of the girls in school compet- 
ing. 

In baseball the team had a record of 4 wins and 5 losses. 
Lack of pitchers and the necessity of playing several games in 
a row because of postponements due to bad weather made the 
season a difficult one. 
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This past fall several of our boys came out for cross country. 
We competed in four meets and ran in the state meet at Durham 
where we placed sixth in a field of eleven teams. 


Our present girls basketball team is having an excellent 
season with a record on this date of 8 wins and 1 loss. The boys’ 
team was faced with a complete rebuilding program and have 
a squad composed mostly of freshmen and sophomores. 


CLASS OF 1954 


Ten members of this class of eighteen pupils are enrolled 
in advanced educational programs, Four are at the University 
of New Hampshire, and there is one each at the University of 
Maine, Keene Teachers College, Elliot Hospital School of Nurs- 
ing, Northampton Commercial College, Trenton (N. J.) Junior 
College and a mechanics’ school in Hartford. All of the others 
are employed in this area with the exception of one boy who is 
in the service. 


A well attended Baccalaureate Service on Sunday, June 13 
opened a full week of Commencement activity.
